To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors 

In  the  preface  of  this  report  the  main  points  of  interest 
in  the  year  are  drawn  to  your  attention. 

1 he  Re-Organization  of  Services 

Two  new  Acts  came  into  force  on  the  1st  April,  1971,  neces- 
sitating the  transfer  of  staff  to  other  departments  and  producing 
fundamental  Divisional  changes. 

Firstly,  the  Education  (Handicapped  Children)  Act,  1970  ; 
under  the  powers  of  this  Act,  the  junior  wing  of  Training  Centres 
passed  to  the  Education  Department.  In  this  administrative 
structure  no  child  within  the  statutory  age  limit  is  now  outside 
the  scope  of  education  services 

Secondly,  the  Local  Authority  Social  Services  Act  of  1970 
came  into  force  and  under  the  powers  of  this  Act  the  Social 
Services  Department  took  over  certain  functions  of  the  Health 
Department  and  this  included  the  Mental  Health  Service,  Home 
Helps,  Day  Care,  the  care  of  the  unmarried  mother  and  her  child, 
and  provision  of  Convalescent  Home  treatment. 

The  Nursing  Services 

Following  rapidly  on  these  changes  the  main  part  of  the 
Mayston  Report  on  Local  Authority  Nursing  Structure  was  imple- 
mented by  the  County  Council  and  Senior  Nursing  Officers  foi 
health  visiting,  home  nursing,  and  midwifery,  were  appointed. 
These  Nursing  Officers  have  been  able  to  devote  time  to  the 
problems  of  field  staff,  giving  assistance  to  the  understanding 
of  new  procedures  and  health  education  activities,  and  also  to 
the  orientation  of  new  staff  to  their  districts.  All  in  all  they 
have  contributed  to  consolidating  and  improving  the  standards 
of  the  nursing  services. 

The  Midwifery  Service 

This  service  had  been  under  pressure  for  some  time  and 
presented  administrative  difficulties  which  were  related  to  the

varying  work-loads  in  the  different  districts  in  the  Division.  The 
Divisional  birth  rate,  while  higher  than  the  national  average  of 
16,  has  fallen  from  18.3  in  1970  to  17.4  in  the  current  year  and 
a difference  between  the  five  District  Councils  persists,  varying 
from  20.8  in  Garforth  to  14.8  in  Rothwell.  Additionally  in  the 
Garforth  district  33.5%  of  confinements  were  at  home,  as  com- 
pared with  8.9%  in  the  Wetherby  district,  contributing  to  the 
problems  of  staff  deployment. 

In  October,  1971  the  midwives  in  the  Garforth  area  were 
supplied  with  radio-telephones  controlled  by  the  Castleford 
Ambulance  Station  ; this  project  being  a pilot  scheme  for  the 
County.  With  improved  communication  it  has  been  possible  to 
relieve  stress  on  staff,  improve  staff  deployment  and  raise  the 
standard  of  service  to  the  public.  A full  establishment  of  mid- 
wives is  now  employed. 

Family  Planning 

In  1970  a Family  Planning  Clinic  was  opened  at  Swillington 
as  a direct  service  by  the  County  Council.  During  1971  the 
service  was  extended  and  clinics  were  opened  at  Rothwell,  Out- 
wood  and  Tadcaster.  In  January,  1972  the  Family  Planning 
Association  opened  a clinic  at  Wetherby,  thus  completing  the 
plans  for  a balanced  family  planning  service  throughout  the 
Division. 

Health  Education 

During  1971  health  education  was  undertaken  in  an  increas- 
ing number  of  senior  schools  in  the  Division  and  this  activity 
was  also  extended  into  some  junior  schools.  Our  aim  is  to  give 
factual  health  information  in  a way  that  is  acceptable,  both  to 
parents  and  the  child,  that  will  help  to  give  young  people  a well 
balanced  outlook  and  attitude  to  life,  with  its  many  problems. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  place  on  record  my  thanks 
to  all  Divisional  Staff  and  to  the  District  Councils  and  their  staff 
for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  during  the  past  year.

From  the  Vital  Statistics  it  will  be  seen  there  has  been  a 
slight  fall  in  the  Divisional  Live  Birth  Rate,  there  being  2,440 
Live  Birth  in  1971  compared  with  2,498  in  the  previous  year.  The 
Death  Rate  has  risen  slightly,  heart  and  circulatory  disease 
taking  the  major  toll.

Table  3 shows  the  Causes  of  Death.  The  predominant 
causes  of  death  being  heart  and  circulatory  disease  and  malig- 
nant disease.  Coronary  artery  disease  alone  accounted  for  414 
deaths  ; deaths  from  lung  cancer  and  cancer  of  the  breast  in- 
creased in  1971,  indicating  a need  to  increase  our  efforts  with 
health  education,  pointing  out  the  dangers  of  smoking  to  health 
and  suggesting  a need  for  pre -symptomatic  screening.  Total 
deaths  from  accidents  increased  from  43  in  1970  to-  62  in  1971.

Table  4 shows  the  causes  of  death  in  children  who  died  in 
the  first  year  of  life,  congenital  abnormalities  and  respiratory 
infection  being  the  most  common  causes  of  infant  deaths.  The 
mortality  rate  of  14.3  compares  favourably  with  17.5  nationally 
for  1971  and  17.6  divisionally  for  1970.

Table  5.  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year.  In  the 
last  decade  the  pattern  of  infectious  disease  has  changed  in 
both  incidence  and  virulence  and  with  sound  immunisation  poli- 
cies and  enlightened  treatment  the  importance  of  certain  dis- 
eases has  fallen. 

Infective  Hepatitis  has  been  notifiable  for  3 years.  Our  know- 
ledge of  this  disease  is  incomplete  and  research  continues. 

Malaria.  Two  cases  of  malignant  tertain  malaria,  one  of 
them  fatal  were  notified  during  1971  ; both  imported  from  Africa. 
Many  parts  of  the  tropics  have  now  become  accessible  to  visitors 
travelling  for  business  or  pleasure,  who  may  be  unaware  that 
they  are  passing  through  endemic  areas  of  malaria  and  who  may 
not  have  been  forewarned  that  simple  precautions  may  be  fully 
adequate  to  prevent  infection,  while  ignoring  them  may  have 
serious  consequences. 
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Table  6.  11  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  noti- 

fied, remaining  the  same  as  in  1970.  The  number  of  non-pul- 
monary  cases  notified  shows  a decline  from  7 to  1 in  the  current 
year.  The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  shows  an  overall  decline  in 
recent  years,  but  continued  vigilance  is  necessary. 

Table  7 shows  the  number  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis 
Register  at  the  end  of  the  year.

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

During  recent  years  the  smallpox  eradication  programme  of 
the  World  Health  Organization  has  made  good  progress  and  the 
areas  of  the  world  in  which  smallpox  is  still  occurring  are  greatly 
reduced.  Consequently  the  likelihood  of  its  introduction  into 
this  country  is  considerably  diminished.  In  November,  1971  the 
policy  of  vaccination  against  smallpox  in  infancy  was  discon- 
tinued.

Many  conditions  affecting  the  child’s  educational  progress 
may  be  present  at  birth  or  evident  soon  after  birth,  and  as 
this  is  now  well  recognised  there  has  been  a re-orientation  of 
the  work  undertaken  by  the  staff  in  the  Child  Health  Service 
resulting  in  periodic  developmental  assessments  during  the  pre- 
school period.  Should  a condition  be  discovered  producing  a need 
for  special  educational  treatment,  the  necessary  arrangements 
are  made  to  secure  a suitable  placement!  at  school.  At  the  age 
of  4i  years  the  child  has  a routine  medical  examination,  usually 
at  the  clinic,  and  this  includes  a complete  physical  examination. 
After  school  entry  further  programmed  health  screening  is  con- 
tinued. 

The  number  of  pupils  attending  schools  in  the  Division  as 
at  30th  September,  1971  was  23,461,  and  of  this  number  3,245 
received  a full  medical  examination  after  school  entry.  The 
physical  condition  of  1 pupil  was  considered  to  be  unsatisfac- 
tory by  the  school  doctor.  School  nurses  undertook  49,557 
cleanliness  inspections  and  found  537  pupils  to  be  infested.  4,062 
6/7  year  olds  were  routinely  tested  for  hearing  and  151  were 
referred  for  investigation.  41  children  were  known  to  be  in 
school  with  hearing  aids  and  this  number  includes  30  pupils  at 
Bridge  House  School.  1,304  children  were  treated  for  errors  of 
refraction  and  317  children  had  glasses  prescribed.  77  children 
who  had  learning  difficulties  were  assessed  by  the  Medical  staff 
and  92  children  were  referred  to  the  Child  Guidance  Clinics  held 
at  Rothwell  and  Tadcaster.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  carried  out 
by  your  Public  Health  Department. 

HOUSING 

During  the  year  under  review  no  Council  dwellings  were 
completed  so  the  total  remains  the  same  as  last  year,  2,022  (639 
at  Allerton  Bywater,  711  at  Garforth  and  672  at  Kippax),  repre- 
senting 23.4%  of  all  the  houses  in  the  area. 

In  this  area  there  are  very  few  houses  which  can  be  classi- 
fied as  slums  due  to  the  fact  that  during  the  past  years  approxi- 
mately 1 out  of  every  6 privately  owned  pre-war  houses  has  been 
represented  as  unfit  for  human  habitation.  The  situation 
regarding  overcrowding  does  not  call  for  any  special  action  as, 
at  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  no  serious  problem  exists. 

During  the  year  the  Council  has  continued  its  policy  of 
purchasing  sites  of  demolished  properties  where  future  develop- 
ment is  envisaged,  and  this  is  much  to  be  commended,  as  it  is 
the  only  way  that  many  isolated  plots  of  land  can  be  welded 
together,  under  one  ownership,  to  form  an  area  capable  of  re- 
development. 

In  the  year  under  review,  a further  286  houses  were  com- 
pleted by  private  firms  for  sale,  but  as  by  far  the  greater 
percentage  of  these  houses  were  purchased  by  families  from 
outside  the  urban  district,  the  demand  lor  rented  accommoda- 
tion continues.  At  present  the  housing  lists  show  that  there 
are  485  outstanding  applications  against  a corresponding  figure 
of  459  last  year,  comprising  108  at  Allerton  Bywater,  244  at 
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Garforth  and  133  at  Kippax.  As  previously  stated,  however,  a 
critical  analysis  of  the  applications  reveals  that  the  true,  genuine 
need  for  accommodation  is  considerably  less  than  the  figures 
imply. 

One  fact  emerges  from  an  examination  of  the  housing  lists, 
and  that  is  there  is  one  need  which  still  remains  unsatisfied, 
and  that  is  housing  accommodation  for  the  elderly,  as,  in  spite 
of  the  fine  record  of  the  Council  in  this  field,  once  again  there 
has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  outstanding  applications 
from  310  to  375,  comprising  61  at  Allerton  Bywater,  228  at 
Garforth  and  86  at  Kippax.  However,  at  the  time  of  writing  this 
report,  many  more  dwellings  for  the  elderly  are  in  an  advanced 
stage  of  construction  at  Allerton  Bywater  and  Garforth,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  West  Riding  County  Council  will  be  able  to 
reverse  their  policy  of  the  last  few  years,  to  assist  this  Council 
in  providing  Warden  service  at  these  developments.

Sanitary  Accommodation 

Of  the  8,640  houses  in  the  district  only  7 are  not  provided 
with  satisfactory  water  closets,  the  only  houses  not  on  the  water 
carriage  system  being  situated  in  very  isolated  parts  of  the  area 
where  the  cost  of  providing  a public  sewer  would  far  exceed 
the  value  of  the  property. 

Improvement  of  Houses 

During  the  year  55  applications  for  Standard  Grants  were 
approved,  and  of  these  44  were  from  owner-occupiers  and  11 
from  landlords  of  tenanted  properties.  In  the  same  period  42 
improvements  to  the  full  standard  were  completed  resulting  in 
the  provision  of  37  baths,  36  wash-hand  basins,  37  internal  W.C’s 
and  3 sink  units  and  the  amount  of  grant  totalled  £7,030. 

It  is  anticipated,  in  the  future  that  more  applications  for 
full  Improvement  Grants  will  be  made  and  there  is  no  doubt 
that  the  75%  grant  available  will  result  in  the  complete  trans- 
formation of  many  houses  which  otherwise  would  fall  into 
disrepair.  The  new  provisions  regarding  Rent  Control,  and  the 
requirement  that  Qualification  Certificates  must  be  obtained  prior 
to  applying  to  the  Rent  Officer  for  new  rents  to  be  fixed,  should 
help  considerably  to  improve  the  standard  of  older  type  proper- 
ties.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Leeds  Corporation  are  the  water  undertakers  for  this  area, 
and  generally  speaking  a satisfactory  supply  of  wholesome  water 
was  provided  throughout  the  year  in  most  parts  of  the  area. 
Once  again,  however,  in  the  East  Garforth  district  where  ex- 
tensive housing  development  is  being  carried  out,  complaints 
were  received  of  inadequate  pressure  and  discolouration  and  the 
attention  of  the  water  undertakers  was  drawn  to  the  matter. 
It  must  be  said  that  the  officers  of  the  Leeds  Water  Department 
are  at  all  times  very  helpful  and  co-operative  and  have  assured 
us  that  the  troubles  at  East  Garforth  are  purely  temporary  and 
will  soon  be  remedied.

Sewage  Disposal 

Woik  on  the  enlargement  and  improvement  of  the  Owlwood 
Sewage  Works  has  proceeded  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year 
and  should  be  completed  during  1972.  At  the  time  of  writing 
this  Report,  tenders  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  sewerage  system 
throughout  the  remainder  of  the1  urban  district,  are  being  exam- 
ined, and  it  is  hoped  that  Phase  4 of  the  scheme  will  soon  be 
commenced  and  thus  avoid  the  danger  of  sewers  becoming  over- 
loaded by  new  housing  developments  with  consequent  danger  of 
flooding.  The  Oxygest  sewage  disposal  unit  mentioned  in  previous 
Reports,  whilst  having  served  a useful  purpose  in  preventing  a 
stoppage  in  housing  development,  has  given  rise  to  complaints 
regarding  noise  and  smell,  and  it  is  hoped  that  as  soon  as 
possible  the  houses  being  served  by  this  plant)  can  be  connected 
to  the  main  drainage  system.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

All  premises  covered  by  the  above  Act  have  had  at  least  one 
general  inspection,  and  it  is  the  practice  to  carry  out  re-inspec- 
tions each  time  a visit  is  made  for  other  purposes. 

Generally  speaking,  conditions  in  this  area  are  satisfactory 
and  minor  contraventions  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  are  quickly 
remedied  when  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  owners. 

I would  like,  once  again,  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
co-operation  received  from  the  West  Riding  Fire  Prevention 
Officers  who  are  always  ready  to  give  us  the  benefit  of  their 
experience. 

Only  two  accidents  were  reported  and  on  investigation  found 
to  be  of  a very  minor  character,  requiring  no  further  action. 
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One  wonders,  however,  whether  all  accidents  which  take  place 
are  reported.

FOOD  INSPECTION 

No  slaughtering  is  carried  out  in  the  Urban  District,  all  meat 
being  purchased  from  wholesalers  in  Leeds  and  Castleford. 
Frequent  inspections  have  been  made  of  meat  and  other  foods 
at  shops  in  the  area.  It  is  now  a recognised  custom  for  shop- 
keepers to  seek  assistance  and  advice  from  the  department  when 
they  are  at  all  doubtful  as  to  the  fitness  of  food.  Another  point 
of  note  is  that  the  general  public  are  becoming  increasingly 
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conscious  of  their  right  to  demand  food  which  is  fresh  and 
wholesome,  and  during  the  year  12  cases  were  brought  to  our 
notice  by  customers  who  complained  of  staleness  or  foreign 
bodies  in  food.  Whilst  the  manufacturers  of  food  are,  in  the 
main,  very  hygiene  conscious,  and  attend  to  complaints  speedily, 
one  must  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  time  is  now  ripe  for 
date  stamping  of  food  products  to  be  made  a statutory  obligation. 

From  the  table  below  it  will  be  seen  that  a considerable  amount 
of  food  had  to  be  condemned  during  the  year.  Once  again  the 
main  reason  for  the  unfitness  of  the  food  was  breakdown  of 
refrigeration  plants  at  supermarkets  in  the  area.

40  inspections  were  carried  out  of  the  6 bakehouses  in  the 
area  and  it  is  gratifying,  once  again,  to  report  that  apart  from 
one  or  two  very  minor  infringements,  the  bakehouses  were  at  all 
times  kept  in  very  good  condition.  This  situation  is  no  doubt, 
to  a large  extent,  attributable  to  the  fact  that  in  every  case  the 
premises  and  staff  are  under  the  personal  supervision  of  the 
owners. 

ICE  CREAM 

There  are  no  manufacturers  of  Ice  Cream  in  the  area  but 
81  shops  are  registered  with  this  Department  for  the  sale  of 
Ice  Cream,  an  increase  of  3 on  last  year.  In  every  case  of  a 
shopkeeper  applying  to  manufacturers  for  a supply  of  Ice  Cream 
they  are  informed  that  no  supplies  will  be  delivered  until  the 
premises  are  registered  with  this  Department  and  this  has 
helped  considerably  in  improving  the  conditions  under  which  the 
product  is  sold. 

PRESERVED  FOODS 

There  was  no  change  in  the  numbers  of  premises  registered 
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for  the  preparation  and  sale  of  preserved  foods  and  regular  in- 
spection of  the  30  premises  in  the  area  revealed  little  cause  for 
complaint.  The  greater  use  of  refrigeration  has  helped  consid- 
erably to  improve  the  standard  of  food  preparation  and  sale. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 

There  are  183  premises  in  the  area  subject  to  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations.  Frequent  inspections  are  made  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  report  that  generally  speaking  a high  standard  of 
hygiene  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year.  The  practice 
of  submitting  all  plans  of  new  shops,  and  alterations  to  existing 
shops,  to  this  Department  for  approval  is  a great  help  and  en- 
sures that  premises  comply  with  the  Regulations  right  from  the 
outset.

Inspections  carried  out  of  the  above  premises  show  that  in 
every  case  adequate  provisions  are  made  to  comply  with  Regu- 
lation 16.  6 chemists  and  2 sweet  shops  are  exempt  from 
Regulation  19  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  no  open  food  is  sold, 
but  all  the  other  premises  comply  with  the  Regulations. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  REGULATIONS 

The  new  refrigerated  milk  store  at  Green  Lane,  Garforth 
constructed  by  Associated  Dairies  Ltd.,  was  put  into  operation 
during  the  year  and  now  gives  a much  better  service  to  the 
local  milk  retailers.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  even  though 
some  dairymen  only  deliver  on  six  days  per  week,  very  few  com- 
plaints are  now  received  regarding  the  keeping  quality  of  milk. 

6 complaints  were  received  regarding  cleanliness  of  bottles, 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  dairies  concerned  carried 
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out  thorough  investigations  into  the  cause  of  the  trouble.  No 
system  will  ever  be  100  per  cent,  foolproof  but  if  all  food  and 
drink  was  handled  in  the  same  way  as  milk,  little  cause  for 
complaint  would  arise. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS 

As  in  previous  years  all  work  under  the  above  Act  is  carried 
out  on  contract  by  a firm  specialising  in  this  kind  of  work. 

The  table  below  gives  details  of  the  work  carried  out  in  the 
control  of  rats  and  mice  during  the  year.

SEWERS 

There  were  no  sewers  infested  by  rats  during  the  year. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

There  is  no  real  problem  in  this  area  from  industrial  smoke 
and  industrialists  have  readily  co-operated  with  the  Council 
when  installing  new,  or  altering  existing,  boiler  plants. 


CARAVAN  SITES 

There  is  only  one  caravan  site  in  the  area  and  this  has  a 
license  for  75  residential  caravans.  Apart  from  changes  of 
tenancy  this  site  is  fully  occupied  throughout  the  year  and 
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frequent  inspections  have  revealed  that  the  owners,  who,  inci- 
dentally, live  on  the  site,  have  carried  out  many  worthwhile 
improvements  during  the  year.  Very  few  complaints  indeed 
are  received  and  these  are  quickly  dealt  with  due  to  the  willing 
co-operation  of  the  site  owner.  In  response  to  Circular  75/71 
of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  a survey  has  been  made 
of  the  fire  fighting  appliances  at  the  caravan  site  and  at  the 
present  time  a report  is  being  prepared  by  the  West  Riding 
Fire  Service. 

PETROLEUM  STORAGE 

The  number  of  installations  licensed  to  store  Petroleum 
Spirit  is  two  less  than  last  year,  namely  24,  and  the  total  storage 
capacity  is  108,750  gallons. 

Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  Fire 
Service  a thorough  inspection  was  made  of  every  installation  in 
the  area  and  the  attention  of  the  owners  was  drawn  to  any 
infringements  of  the  Petroleum  Storage  Regulations. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Once  again  a regular  service  of  refuse  collection  has  been 
maintained  throughout  the  area.  After  a short  trial  period  the 
workmen  of  the  Cleansing  Department  rejected  the  scheme  pre- 
pared by  the  Work  Study  Unit  and  the  Council  agreed  to  carry 
on  with  the  present  system  of  collection. 

Many  matters  concerned  with  refuse  disposal  have  been  held 
in  abeyance  due  to  the  pending  local  government  re-organisation 
but  due  to  the  introduction  of  a new  machine  to  work  full  time 
on  tip  control,  a remarkable  improvement  in  the  situation  has 
been  achieved,  and  more  tipping  space  has  been  made  available. 
There  is  no  doubt,  however,  that  in  the  near  future  the  new 
authority  will  have  to  give  very  serious  thought  to  the  method 
of  refuse  disposal  in  this  area  due  to  the  shortage  of  tipping 
space  and  the  rapid  growth  of  housing  development. 

In  order  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Civic 
Amenities  Act  a dump  for  household  refuse  was  provided  at  East 
Garforth.  However,  despite  a notice  to  the  effect  that  this  facility 
is  limited  to  the  refuse  from  ratepayers  of  Garforth,  there  is 
no  doubt  that  people  from  much  further  afield  are  taking  ad- 
vantage of  this  service.  Every  week-end  vast  quantities  of  all 
types  of  refuse  are  deposited  at  the  dump  and  the  service  is 
heavily  taxed  to  keep  it  clear,  but  if  one  takes  the  broad  view 
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that  the  same  amount  of  refuse  would  be  scattered  around  the 
countryside,  no  doubt  the  effort  is  worthwhile. 

In  conclusion  may  I once  again  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  help  I have  received  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  and  particularly  may  I mention  the  Chairman  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  who  has,  at  all  times,  given  full  and 
capable  support  to  the  Department.  I must  also  express  my 
thanks  for  the  co-operation  I have  received  from  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  other  officials  of  the  Council,  but  once 
again  the  fullest  praise  must  go  to  Mr.  Cockerham,  your  Addi- 
tional Public  Health  Inspector  who,  this  year  more  than  ever, 
has  proved  his  loyalty  and  ability  and  without  doubt  is  more 
than  capable  of  controlling  your  Public  Health  Department.
